‘Report 321 Dead 
In India Battles

HARSON, India, (AP) Twenty- 
}seven persons—men, women and 
| children—perished Sunday night 
in a new outbreak of communal 
fury when a mob burned the Moslem 
quarter of this hamlet of about 
500 within 15 miles of India’s capi- 
tal, Delhi. 

Arriving at sunrise, I counted 
nine adults and 12 children whose 
bodies had been charred and one 
woman and five children who either 
had suffocated or had been strang- 
led. Most of the bodies lay outside 
the ruins of mud houses, apparently 
where the people had been struck 
down and covered with inflamm- 
ables. which then had been set afire. 

Villagers told the district magis- 
trate and police superintendent the 
mob attacked shortly after night- 
fall, storming the Moslem quarter, 
striking down the inhabitants and 
firing houses and bodies. One man 
estimated the assailants numbered 
about 100, Police could find only 
three living Moslem men among 
| the villagers rounded up for pre- 
liminary investigation. 

The savage slaying and burning 
constituted the sixth outbreak of 
Hindu-Moslem disorders since last 
Thursday in an area east of Delhi, 
toward and beyond Meerut.

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People of Britain 
Honor War Dead

LONDON.— This heart of Empire 
remembered the dead of two wars 
Sunday, | 

Standing in golden haze of per- 
fect autumn day, scores of thousands 
of Londoners joined His Majesty | 
the King at the cenotaph to dedi- | 
cate a new marble shaft which 
symbolizes all sacrifices, hardships | 
and sufferings of a great race. 

Many of the noble and moving 
traditions of Armistice Day were 
carried forward to this first Re- 
membrance day in Britain, which 
will be observed annually the Sun- 
day before Nov, 11, There were dif- 
ferences too. 

Again Whitehall was like a great 
cathedral, the atmosphere restrained 
and reverent, Different, too, was the 
mood of the people to that during 
noisy celebrations of victory. They | 
came slowly, as to church. 


An inner chapel, with the austere 
memorial as its’ center, was formed 
by service detachments, members 
of the government and representa- 
tives of the Commonwealth. 

Royal Family Present 

A little before 11:00 o'clock, a slim 
figure in the khaki greatcoat of 
the A.T.S. with the three stars of 
a junior commandant, walked down 
the steps of the Home office with 
the King, who wore the uniform 
of an admiral of the fleet. It was 
Princess Elizabeth. 

Looking down from a window

All the reasons for buying a bond last month 
hold good now. 

It was never said that these bonds were 
put on the market because the Government 
needed money. The main reason given was 
that the public needed and wanted a chance 
to put savings into such securities. Which, 
from the national standpoint, meant that it 
was advisable to encourage the retirement 
of surplus money from circulation. Else the

Sale of 
savings bonds is a half-way measure which 
will ease and speed the transition. That is 
a subtantial argument for buying, and buy- 
ing heavily. : 


The World Wheat Crop 


Information compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics adds up to a total world 
wheat crop in 1946 of 5,900,000,000 bushels. 
This is the largest yield since 1940, but it is 
slightly below the 1935-39 average, 

In Europe, outside the Soviet Union, 
there is an increase of 300,000,000 bushels 


over the 1945 figures. In North America the |

Boomerang at Moscow 


Premier Stalin did not turn up, as he 
usually does, to make the speech of the day 
when Moscow staged its celebration of 
the Soviet anniversary, The oratory was 
supplied by Col.-Gen. Andrei A, Zhdanoy, 
chairman of the Supreme Soviet. Whether 
the chairman was asked to substitute for 
Mr, Stalin, or just brushed the premier aside 
and stepped into the spot-light, is not ex- 
plained and outsiders are left to surmise. 
The substitution was notable enough to sug- 
gest something had gone on behind the iron 
curtain, 

In any case Andrei seems to have had 

good time and let himself go with fine dis- 
regard to obvious facts and possible react- 
ions. He denounced Britain and the United

quately and change him once when 
you go to bed. A triangle of white, 
all-wool flannel, put over the cot- 
ton diapers will make for a nice, 
warm covering that never gets 
dripping wet. 

If you find he wets shortly after 
he goes to bed, it might be desir- 
able to take him up in an hour or 
so, and again at your bedtime. Af- 
ter that he should not be disturb- 
ed. Bed-wetting is much less apt 
to be caused by kidney conditions 
than by lack of bladder control. 
But, to have a urine test is a good 
practice when the child is as old 
as this one,
